A few years ago, a machine that would do 
the work of so many men would probably 
have been destroyed by a mob, and in some 
countries it would not be safe even now. 
But our American workmen have learned to 
like the machines that do the best work, re- 
quiring only an attendant to oversee or guide 
them. Mr. Allen has always been among the 
first to introduce improved farm machinery, 
and his farm is well stocked with the best 
ploughs, harrows, mowers, tedders, and har- 
vesters. A Kemp manure spreader distributes 
the manure upon all the fields, and a wind 
pump lifts the water for supplying the cattle 
yards. A Gray’s horse power does the thresh- 
ing and winnowing. A stack of rye straw 
near the cow yard, that had been recently 
threshed, was estimated to contain 50 to 60 
tons ; it yielded 900 bushels of grain, and was 
threshed out. If prices are satisfactory it 
will be baled and sold for bedding. The 
price varies from #5 to $10 per ton. The 
timothy seed used is grown and cleaned upon 
the farm.

some way to obtain the highest possible profit from 
dairying. It is a fair question to ask, Which will 
will pay the better for this waste product of the dairy, 
in case it can not be sold for culinary purposes, 
pigs, calves, or poultry? But no definite answer 
can be given that will apply to all cases. To you, 
the milk will be worth just what you can make it 
worth, under your management. There are men 
who claim that their skimmed milk fed to pigs, 
brings them two cents per quart, but these are ex- 
ceptional cases. They get high prices for their 
hog products, charge the cost of the meal and other 
foods purchased, and give the skimmed milk credit 
for all the profits from the business. Their sales 
would allow them to buy skimmed milk and pay 
two cents per quart, but they would then only get 
pay for their labor, food, &c.; the profits would all 
be absorbed in the milk bought. 

Comparing milk with meal, fine bran, and other 
hog foods, it is found in practice, that with a good 
breed of pigs, good care in keeping, and judicious 
sales, milk is worth not far from one-half cent per 
quart, fed in due proportions with meal. So far as 
the final footing of the farm accounts is concerned, 
it will make little difference whether the profits are 
credited to the land, the cattle, the hogs, or to the 
farm, as a whole. One thing is certain, one can- 
not afford to throw gway skimmed milk, and then 
purchase food for pigs or poultr;: The profits 
from farming come largely from little savings in

FIVE MINUTES TALK ON HEALTH. 





The Press as a Sanitary Educator. 





KY D. N. PATTERSON, M. D. 





Not long since a medical gentleman received a 
letter from a lady who lived in the country several 
miles from any physician, asking him to give her 
a few simple and general directions for the treat- 
ment of such cases as would not require a physi- 
cian’s skill, and also to serve in cases of emergen- 
cies. 

It is believed that this lady expressed a desire 
which many mothers under similar circumstances 
have felt, and it comports neither with the honor 
or the dignity of the profession to withhold the in- 
formation desired. 

Among the various methods which have been de- 
vised to circulate this needed instruction, such as 
lectures, books, magazine articles, &c., there is 
none which supplies the want so fully as a series 
of health articles in the columns of a widely circu- 
lated newspaper. Comparatively few people have 
the opportunity of attending a public course of 
lectures on such subjects, and even then but a 
small part of the speaker's remarks can be remem- 
bered and turned to practical use when needed.

To Examine a Horst.—A good horse will 
alwavs show well standing at rest. The man 
showing a horse for sale who out the animal 
constantly stepping about, to show off, is to 
be looked upon with suspicion.

ARTIFICIAL STONES. 

The ruby and sapphire have been « 
imitated by Fremy and Feil, two French 
chemists, and the chief interest in this process 
is the fact that the artificial stones possess es- 
sentially the chemical composition of the real 
ones. To produce these, equal weights of 
alumina and red lead are heated to a red heat 
in an earthernware crucible. 

A vitreous substance is forme: 
sists of silicate of lead and erystals of white 
corundum. ‘To convert this corundum into 
the artificial ruby, it is necessary to fuse it with 
about 2 per cent. of bichromate of potassium, 
while, to obtain the sapphire, a little oxide of 
cobalt and a very small quantity of bichromate 
of potassium must be employed. 

The stones so produced possess at least 
very nearly the hardness of the real stones, as 
they scratch both quartz and topaz. 

The French ‘‘paste” which imitates the dia- 
mond so closely is a peculiar kind of glass, 
the manufacture of which was brought to a 
great degree of perfection some fifty years 
ago by Donault-Wieland, of Paris. The fin- 
est quality of paste demands extreme care in 
the choice of materials and in melting, ce. 

The basis of it, in the hands of the « xpert 
manufacturer just named, was powdered rovk 
crystal or quariz. The proportions he toi 
were six ounces of rock crystal, nine ounce 
two drachms of red lead, three ounces three 
drachms of pure carbonate of potash, three 
drachms of boracie acid and_ six 
white arsenic.

A CHEAP DISINFECTANT. 

In workshops, factories, and places gener- 
ally where numbers of people are congregat- 
ed together, the removal of foul smells and 
evil odors is often not only a matter affecting 
the comfort of a great many persons, but is 
frequently of the utmost importance on sanita- 
ry grounds. The knowledge, therefore, of 
how to obtain acheap disinfectant at a trifling 
cost, may prove % service to a great many, 
and cannot, in fact, be too widely spread. ~ 

Many solutions of metallic chlorides are 
useful for this purpose, owing to their ready 
decomposition, and without being open to the 
same objection as the so-called ‘chloride o* 
lime,” so generally used, the smell fron 
which, however, is to many veople as offere 
sive, or even more so, than the smell it is in- 
tended to destroy. 

Dr. Goulden, of St. Thomas’ Hospital, Lor- 
don, first brought into notice a solution cf 
chloride of lead as being inodorous, more et- 
fective, and procurable at almost infinitesimal 
cost. Purchased in the form of chloride cf 
lead, it would cost about fifty cents per pounc, 
but may readily be obtained from the nitrat> 
of lead—which may be purchased at abou 
twelve cents per pound—and common salt, a; 
follows :
